A sum of $100,000 was needed 
to bring the 250 students from 
their distant homes. Air travel 
was the one way. Military planes 
wouldn’t do. Flying Air Force 
planes into African airfields would 
have had the Russians and the 
pro-Soviet Africans hysterical 
with charges of espionage, map- 
making, blackmail, invasion, and 
so on. Commercial planes were 
the only answer. Round-trip fares 
to Africa come high. 


State Department 


The State department turned 
down the appeal by the African- 
American Student Foundation. 
Jackie Robinson, one-time Brook- 
lyn baseball star, who has made 
the Foundation a project, appealed 
then to Sen. Jack Kennedy. He 
reported, after investigation, that 
the Joseph P. Kennedy Jr. Foun- 
dation would provide the $100,000. 
(The foundation is named for the 
senator’s brother who was killed 
in the Second World War.) 


This caused Republican leaders 
to leap as if stung by the legend- 
ary bee. They began to cry 
politics and to charge there was 
an effort to buy the Negro vote. 


Senator Hugh Scott of Penn-

Mr. James Shepley, on leave 
from Time-Life to assist the Nixon 
campaign, was sent or went on 
his own, to the State department 
with a plea to reconsider.

AS CED MEMBERS 

The businessmen spoke as mem- 
bers of the Committee tor Eco- 
nomic Development, a nonprofit, 
nonpolitical economic research 
and education organization. 


Their report, titled “Guiding 
Metropolitan Growth,” said that 
“‘metr areas—core cities 
of 50,000 or more and their sur- 
rounding urban and suburban ter- 
ritory—have been the fast-grow- 
ing sectors of the country since 
the start of the century. The 
heart of our problem is the use 
of land and of other economic re- 
sources, particularly public reve- 
nue resources, in our metropolli- 
tan areas in the most efficient 
manner.” They made four recom- 
mendations. 


4 RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Systematic and periodic anal- 
ysis of an area’s economic base 
in order to formulate master 
plans to guide community devel- 
opment. 


2. Comprehensive review and 
relocating of urban renewal pro- 
grams, to stop the spread of 
blight in industrial as well as res- 

3. Governmental reorganization 
to handle area-wide problems, 
such as transportation, air and 


open space 
opment. “‘Failure to establish met- 


ropolitan governments with wide 


powers will lead to a greater loss 
of self-determination in local af- 
fairs through the continuous trans- 
fer of responsibility to the state 
and federal governments.” 


BUSINESS LEADERS 


4. Business leadership. “Civic 
and enlightened self-interest de- 
mand that local business leaders 
work closely with elected and 
appointive officials in their com- 
munities in reaching public de- 
cisions and carrying out public 
programs” and participate di- 
rectly by entering public office. 

The group said that there is no 
single pattern or formula of 
government organization which 
would suit all areas or all prob- 
lems. Of the 192 areas that fit 
the “metropolitan” definition, 23 
spread into more than one state; 
for example, New York, Phila- 
delphia and St. Louis. 

“One promising approach is the 
metropolitan federation under 
which only the most obvious 
regional functions are vested in 
a single government, with other 
duties remaining in the hands of 
the individual localities,” the 
report said, 

Of urban renewal the report 
said, ‘“‘The subdivision of renewal 
responsibilities among the many 
municipalities in metropolitan 
areas undoubtedly results in the 
misplacement of public and pri- 
vate facilities and a general mis- 
allocation of resources.” 


It suggested consideration of 
programs on an area basis rather 
than as individual projects, de- 
velopment of ways to reduce the

SAYS SON NOT ‘MONEY MAD’ 


Powers’ Father Denies 


Red Exploitation Claim 


POUND, Va. (#—The weary 
father of U2 pilot Francis Gary 
Powers returned to his home here 
Sunday and hotly denied he had 
made money by exploiting the 
plight of his son. 

On the contrary, said shoe- 
maker Oliver Powers, when he 
adds up all the expenses of his 
trip to Moscow for Francis’ spy 
trial “I'll probably be $200 to $300 
in the hole.”’ 


POWERS ANGRY 


Powers, who drove into this 
southwest Virginia town with his 
wife and his friend, Solomon 
Cury, late in the afternoon, re- 
acted angrily when told that a 
Soviet magazine had claimed he 
capitalized on his son's troubles. 


The magazine had charged that 
the elder Powers and Cury, a 
neighboring businessman, had 
signed a contract with Life Maga- 
zine in order to profit by the U2 
incident. It further charged that 
Powers’ wife had sold the letters 
her husband wrote her from 
prison to Newsweek, also for a 
profit motive. 

Powers admitted that Life mag- 
azine paid for his transportation 
and that of his wife to Moscow 
but said “there is no contract” 
with Life for articles about his 
trip. 

MONEY MAD 

“It’s propaganda,” Powers said 
of the claims of the Soviet Union's 
most widely circulated magazine, 
Ogonyok, that his son was ‘“‘mon- 
ey mad” and that Cury “smelled 
out a way to make money” from 
the trial. 


“They got mad because Presi- 
dent Eisenhower cabled that Fran- 
cis would receive his pay right off 
(during his imprisonment) with- 
out being persecuted in this coun- 
try,”’ the father said.

CURY: GOOD FRIEND 


“Sol Cury has been a mighty 
good man to me,” Powers said. 
“He spent around $5,000 to get 
lawyers over there for me. With 


the help of friends, we got enough 
to get over there. .. 


“We have no contract with Life 
but if it hadn’t been for them me 
and my wife would not have got- 
ten there.” 


Powers said the transportation 
costs borne by Life amounted to 
$2,510 (or $1,255 round trip fare 
for each of the parents). 


RUSSIA COST HIGH 


He said his expenses mounted 
while he was in Moscow—that his 
father, James A. Powers, 90, 
had been forced to spend two days 
in a hospital and “my shop was 
closed for 21 days and there was 
no money coming in.” He plans 
to reopen the shop Monday. 


Transportation in Moscow cost 
him $30 a day, Powers said, 
“‘whether we used it or not.”

Mrs. Powers packed her bags, 
still grieving for her husband, 
jailed as a spy in Russia, but 
thankful that the Russians say 
his life in prison will be fairly 
comfortable. 


She was told of a Moscow 
newspaper report on life in 
Russian prisons which said pris- 
oners had a 40-hour work week, 
free haircuts, movies, and “‘meet- 
ing rooms” where they can spend 
three-day periods with their 
wives. 

“T’m glad to hear of the better 
aspects,” the 25-year-old Bar- 
bara said. She said that while in 
Moscow she had not been given 
“nearly so many details” during 
the four hours she was allowed 
to spend alone with her husband.

Trips in Darkness 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Project Echo officials re- 
ported Sunday that the balloon satellite has suffered no 


iil effects from its quick 
shadow. 

The satellite, launched Aug. 12, 
is now beginning to move more 
and more into the shadow, bring- 
ing on a temperature change that 
some feared might affect the cel- 
lophane-thin balloon. 


But a spokesman for the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration said that up to now 
the shadow hasn’t meant a thing 
to Echo’s orbit. 


The balloon passes through the 
shadows for only four or five min- 
utes of the 118 minutes it takes 
to orbit the earth. It will con- 
tinue going into the shadow for 
longer periods, but even at its 
maximum in December it will 
stay in darkness only 30 minutes 
of the 118, 


What happens then is anyone’s 
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trips through the earth’s 


guess. The NASA spokesman said 
one of the purposes of the Echo 
experiment is to find out. 


The four - minute journeys 
through the earth’s shadow now 
have little effect on visual sight- 
ings, since Echo can be seen for 
a period of 10 minutes over every 
point it passes.

Police Need Authority 


To Prevent Nuisances 


We are assured by County Atty. Har- 
old Sheats that his request for enactment 
of a constitutional amendment which 
would give Fulton County power to po- 
lice unincorporated areas does not envi- 
sion setting up an additional police force. 
Rather, says the attorney, the county 
needs ordinance-making powers to enable 
it to set up regulations for the present 
police to enforce. 


Mr. Sheats said he receives many 
calls about dogs running loose, pistol 
firings, drag-racing, loud disturbances, 
wandering animals and other nuisances 
which the police have no proper author- 
ity for handling. And at present the 
county does not possess power to give 
them that authority. He suggests this be 
remedied. 

The problem deserves serious study. 
Much of Fulton outside 
areas is congested, urban territory. The 
citizens deserve full protection. Police 
provided under contract with Atlanta 
should have authority to give it. Find- 
ing a proper answer addresses itself to 
citizens, officials and legislators. 


But unincorporated areas like Sandy 
Springs whose residents demand and 
want full urban services can have them 
at any time they decide to become a part 
of the city proper.

Grady County Reaffirms 


Realistic Tax Structure 


The Grady County Commission by 
now has had time to analyze the results of 
tax revision measures and, judging from 
action taken the other day, regards the 
new method as highly successful. 

A couple of years ago Grady had a 
millage of 47.64. Then it inaugurated a 
property reevaluation program which 
could well be regarded as a model for 
counties of that size. 

The tax digest was almost trebled. 
But the millage levy was whacked to 
15.34. The commission recently announced 
that the latter figure will be in effect 
again this year. 

The reduction in millage two years 
ago was almost in direct proportion to 
the digest increase, giving Grady a realis- 
tic tax structure which enhances its op- 
portunity to attract industries. 

Several Georgia counties have lost 
potential plants because of the well- 
founded skepticism of industrial experts 
for fantastically low tax digests and sky- 
high millage rates. 

Many communities would do well to 
study Grady’s revisions of its tax struc- 
ture.

Don’t Bet Session 


Hurting Kennedy 


WASHINGTON—The Democratic presidential 
ticket has no doubt been at least theoretically in- 
jured by the comparative failure of the bob- : 
tailed session of Congress now drawing angrily toward its close. It 
would be a great mistake, however, to bet very much that this in-

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jury is necessarily real or enduring. 


Equally dangerous — and the 
more experienced Republicans 
both know this and privately 
stress it — is the assumption 
that the session will automatical- 
ly increase the lead claimed in 
recent polls for Republican presi- 
dential candidate Nixon over 
Democratic presidential candi- 
date Kennedy. 

And despite academic political 
theories, the plain fact is this: 
There is now no necessary rela- 
tionship whatever between what 
any party does or doesn’t do in 
Congress and how that party’s 
presidential nominee may fare in 
an election. 

Why this seeming paradox? 
The principal reason is that men 
are elected for Congress in quite 
different ways and for quite dif- 
ferent reasons than for president. 
The real and controlling and gut 
issues are usually local, or at 
most regional, rather than na- 
tional and international. 

Indeed, if Nixon had to depend 
on the local strength of the Re- 
publican Party, congressional 
district by district, he probably 
could save himself the trouble of 
running at all. 

There is, moreover, a secon- 
dary, but not inconsiderable, fact. 
The Kennedy-Johnson slate can 
be reckoned to have been badly 


damaged only if one assumes the 
Democratic convention platform 
was politically a poor one in the 
first place. For the impression 
left by this session is not solely 
one of the inability of Kennedy 
and Johnson to bring off legis- 
lation they wanted. 

An equally strong impression 
has been that of two young men 
frustrated in their efforts to im- 
plement a part of that platform 
by “Old Guard” Southern Demo- 
crats and Republicans. This will 
be seen as a good coalition if a 
majority of the country turns out 
to be in more or less conserva- 
tive frame of mind. But if a ma- 
jority turns up in a more or less 
liberal mood, Kennedy and John- 
son will then be seen as the vic- 
tims of stuffy, bad old conserva- 
tives. Such a circumstance would 
only increase the determination 
of the more or less liberal ma- 
jority to give them a hand. 

Nixon has known all along that 
he can’t compete with the Dem- 
ocratic ticket if the public is real- 
ly going to make its decisions 
primarily on so-called liberal do- 
mestic issues. His bet is that this 
isn’t how the public will decide; 
Kennedy’s bet is that it is. 

In a word, nothing basic has 
changed very much.

One bidder offered to put up a 
marble Capitol for $1,014,960.47. 
But the legislators had said a mil- 
lion for the building and no more. 


So the bidding was renewed. 
The contract went to Miles & 
Horne, Toledo, O., for $862,- 
756.75. 

The Ohio firm specified Indi- 
ana (oolitic) limestone as_ the 
chief material. 

“Oolitic” is a geologic term, 
an adjective applied to limestone 
composed of tiny rounded con- 
cretions looking like fish eggs. 
Oolitic is a town in the Indiana 
limestone region. 

With oolitic, and a genuine 
Georgia marble cornerstone, the 
state got by with the $1,000,000 
and had $118.43 left in the ac- 
count. The feat, according to Ben 
Fortson, “was unprecedented 
then and would be considered a 
miracle now.”

Cardinal 
O’Hara 
Dies at 72 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI)—John 
Cardinal O’Hara, 72, spiritual 
leader of more than a million 
Roman Catholics and former 
president of Notre Dame Univer- 
sity died Sunday after a long ill- 
ness. 


The cardinal, who was elevated 
as a prince of the church only 20 
months ago, had undergone an 
abdominal operation a year ago 
and had been ill since then. 


UNDERWENT OPERATION 


He had made periodic returns 
to Misericordia Hospital, the last 
on Tuesday, when he underwent 
surgery again. An archdiocese 
spokesman said the death shortly 
after 3 a.m. was due to periton- 
itis, inflammation of the abdormi- 
nal wall. 


Despite his illness, he had at- 
tended to many of his duties as 
head of the eastern Pennsylvania 
archdiocese but last Wednesday 
Pope John appointed two Phila- 
delphia rectors as auxiliary bish- 
ops to the cardinal. 


SISTERS AT BEDSIDE 


At the prelate’s bedside when 
he died were his sisters, Mrs. 


Michael J. Ford, and the Misses 
Eva and Elizabeth O'Hara, all of | 
Indianapolis. | 


He is also survived by three | 
brothers, Joseph T., also of In-| 
dianapolis, James, Si. Paul, | 
Minn., and Patrick, Los Angeles. | 

The spokesman for the archdio- 
cese, which serves a 10 county 
area, said funeral and viewing 
arrangements are ‘0w being 
made and will be announced 
Monday. 


NOTRE DAME HEAD 


The cardinal’s grave illness be- 
came known Saturday when a2 
message from the chancery re- 
quested pastors of the churches 
in the archdiocese to pray for 
the spiritual comfort of the car- 
dinal. 

The slender, good-humored prel- 
ate, elevated to the rank of car- 
dinal by Pope John XXIII on 
Dec. 15, 1958, served as president 
of Notre Dame from 1935 to 1939. 


The soft-spoken priest was a 
popular figure on the campus 
even before he became president 
and once was described by the 
late Knute Rockne as ‘‘my assist- 
ant coach who keeps the players 
spiritually fit.’’ 

BOOSTED SCHOOLS 


He left Notre Dame in 1939 to 
become military delegate to the 
U. S. armed forces and later 
served nearly seven years as 
Bishop of Buffalo, N. Y. There he 
developed a parochial school sys- 
tem and ran successful charity 
drives for the needy. 


He was named to succeed Den- 
nis Cardinal Dougherty as head of 
the Philadelphia archdiocese on 
Jan. 9, 1952.

House conferees will try again 
Monday to clear away the biggest 
stumbling block, a dispute over 
minimum wage legislation. 


And there could be a big floor 
fight in the Senate Monday — and 
the House later—over a postscript 
foreign aid appropriation of 190 
million dollars. 


But neither of these is expected 
as of now to keep

weekend. With members eager to 
get home for political campaigr- 
ing, congressional leaders plan to 
shelve until January any hopeless 
deadlock. 


Secretary of Labor Mitchell is-| 


sued a statement urging that a 
compromise be reached on the 
minimum wage dispute. He called 
the deadlock “indeed wunfortun- 
ate.” 


“While the conferees apparent- 
ly strive for political advantage in 
this election year it is the work- 
ing men and women of this coun- 
try who will in the long run suffer 
if an acceptable compromise is 
not reached,” he said. 


Mitchell said he and President 
Eisenhower had repeatedly asked 
Congress “‘to no avail” to extend 
the wage-hour law’s coverage to 
several million additional work- 
ers. And this year, he said, they 
also requested that the minimum

It was a happy choice, for the 
game has been good to you. After 17 
years as a catcher, coach and man- 
ager—11 as a big leaguer~—you are a 
good old country boy type but with a 
slight city veneer, acquired through 
the years you wore white and grey 
flannel suits with Chicago, Brooklyn 
and Los Angeles across the chest. 

You are the manager of the Atlan- 
ta Crackers, owned by the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. And you will be named man- 
ager of the year in the Class AA South- 
ern Assn. even though you are piloting 
for only the second season, unless 
those who vote indulge themselves in 
petty jealousy against the city you rep- 
resent. You have worthy opponents for 
the honor in Little Rock’s Fred Hat- 
field and Shreveport'’s Les Peden. 


You are on the threshold of leading your club to the 1960 
pennant, a minor league record 17th for the Crackers. You have 
accomplished the job because you have played sound baseball, 
had great faith in and patience with your young players. 


Some biased folks in other cities will say you were “given” a 
pennant winner by Fresco Thompson, farm director of the talent- 
rich Dodgers. But those of us who were with you during spring 
training know you hand-picked many of the players who won for you. 


They know your judgment was sound from the outset, that only 
six of your present 20 were not around on opening day, and that 
you have made only three personnel changes since May 20.

Parents who school their children in homemaking 
chores can make the livin’ easier—by taking tips 


from the teen-agers. 


Georgia’s rural youths are 
putting more and more polish 
on the homefront and they're 
willing to share their experi- 
ences with the adult world. The 
helpful hints from teens, re- 
vealed during home-improve- 
ment demonstrations during the 
4-H Club Congress last week, 
take much of the drudgery out 
of household chores, 


Even ironing—one of the most 
hated chores—can be made 
easier. 


“I’ve always hated to iron 
men’s shirts,’ said Joyce Duit- 
man of Dougherty County. ‘So 
I looked about to find ways to 
make it easier. My discoveries 
made up my home-improve- 
ment project for this year.” 


EASY IRONING 


Joyce suggests sit-down iron- 
ing to eliminate fatigue. 

“Tired legs, shifting the 
weight from one foot to the 
other, back bending and tired 
feet make ironing a dreaded 
thing,” the teen declared. 
*‘Most women use twice the en- 
ergy necessary and needlessly 
waste a lot more to finish their 
ironing.”’ 

Here are some of her secrets 
for successful ironing: 


Sit down to iron, in a chair 
that has a back rest and, if pos- 
sible, a foot rest. You should be 
at a comfortable height to get 
the same arm movement you 
would use if standing. 


ASSEMBLE EQUIPMENT 


First, assemble everything 
needed within easy reach — 
dampened clothes on your right, 
a table and rack for ironed 
clothes on your left. If a bottle 
sprinkler is used, hold it back- 
handed to get a more even 
spray. Learn to use the left 
hand, if you're right-handed, to 
eliminate wasted motions. 


Iron dark fabrics on the 
wrong side to prevent shine; 
iron all fabrics dry, except 
wools. On wools, iron one part 
dry before starting on another. 
Iron collars, cuffs, pockets, 
hems first on the wrong side, 
then on the right. 


BED LINEN SELECTION 


Margaret Hutcheson of 
Emanuel County likes to go 
shopping with her mother. In 
the past couple of years, her 
eye’s been caught by more and 
more displays of pretty pastel 
linens. The sheets and pillow 
cases sparked her special inter- 
est in colorful bedrooms. This 
year, Margaret embarked on a 
4-H home-improvement project 
on proper selection and care of 
bed linens. 


“I made a survey in our com- 
munity,” she said, “‘and discov- 
ered that while they recognized 
the bargain, in service and 
wear, afforded by fitted sheets, 
a lot of homemakers shy from 
buying them. The reason they 
give is that fitted sheets are too 
hard to fold neatly so they'll 
stack in the linen closet."’ 


The attractive teen-ager in- 
vestigated the situation, came 
up with a fool-proof method of 
folding fitted sheets for neat 
storage. Here are her easy-to- 
follow rules: 


FOOL-PROOF FOLDING 


Fold sheet lengthwise once, 
bringing the two selvage edges 
together. Let all corners at 
both ends hang loose with pock- 
ets on outside. Place sheet on 
ironing board or table with 
selvage edges toward you. With 
left hand, pick up extreme left 
end of sheet and with right 
hand push top pocket down into 
bottom pocket. 


Bring extreme left end of 
sheet over toward selvage edg- 
es. Make similar fold at other 
end of sheet by pushing top 
pocket into bottom pocket, fold- 
ing and smoothing out. At this 
point, press all flat surfaces. 
Fold sheet in half by bringing 
center fold over to selvage 
edges. Fold both ends to the 
middie and fold in half again 
as many times as you wish. 


“By following these steps,” 
Margaret promises, “fitted 
sheets will be as flat as table- 
cloths.” 


Judy McCray, a Carroll Coun- 
ty 4-H champ, got to the bot- 
tom of things for her home 
improvement project. She com- 
pletely re-finished the floors, 
walls and ceilings in the fami- 
ly's living room and dining 
room and in her bedroom. 


"floors are all-important to 
the appearance of your home,” 
she pointed out. ““They must be 
tough, but attractive. Floors 
get more wear, of course, than 
any other part of the house. 
Yet, if every other thing is 
spotless, a dirty, uncared-for 


floor can spoil the entire effect. 
And it’s much easier to keep 
floors clean than it is to make 
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them clean once or twice a 
year.” 


After first sanding and dust- 
ing her floors, Judy used floor 
seal to brighten the entire 
room. 


“The floor seal should be ap- 
plied with a brush or lamb’s 
wool mop,” she advises. “Let 
the first coat dry 24 hours. 
Then apply second coat, allow 
it to dry 24 hours.” 


“The floor should then be 
buffed. It’s advisable to wear 
leather-soled shoes while work- 
ing on ,the floor, to further pro- 
tect its surface. Two coats of 
paste: wax should be applied 
before applying the final coat— 
liquid, self-polishing wax. 


Harriet Jenkins of Madison 
County is a teen .who always 
sets a pretty table. During her 
4-H Congress home improve- 
ment demonstration, the teen 
exhibited various kinds of table- 
ware, including a new plastic 
line that has the appearance 
of fine china. 

“This is especially welcome 
in the household that has young 
children,” she said. 


Harriet pointed out that in set- 
ting covers for any meal, the 
primary rule to be observed is 
to use only the china and flat- 
ware necessary for the meal. 
Extra pieces are not only con- 
fusing, she observed, but take 
up space that may be needed 
for food dishes. 


“For most breakfasts and 
luncheon meals,’ Harriet said, 
“the napkin is placed beside 
the plate. But for formal din- 
ners, there is quite an array of 
flatware—forks for the main 
course, salad and cocktail, -soup 
spoon, iced tea spoon, etc. To 
place the napkin beside the 
forks would require so much 
space between covers that con- 
véersation would be strained, if 
not downright impossible. 


“For formal dinners, the nap- 
kin is placed in the plate.”’

Joyce McCray Gives Tips on Floor Care 
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The movie return of “Elmer

Political Complex 


WASHINGTON (WNS) — 
Ruth Phillips, president of the 
League of Women Voters, has 
a lifetime of experience in polit- 
ical action. Yet she admits 
she’d be afraid to run for 
United States vice president— 
if ever her party decided to 
nominate a woman. 


“I just don’t feel capable of 
holding such a responsible of- 
fice,” said the slim, blue-eyed 
graying brunette, with an em- 
barrassed little smile. “I still 
think of it as a man’s job 
perhaps ”’ 


Though she has spent the 
past three decades exhorting 
females to make full use of the 
franchise they won 40 years 
ago on August 26, Mrs. Phil- 
lips has the political inferiority 
complex common to her sex. 


ELECTIVE POSTS 


Political scientists have noted 
that while American women 
are presumably the most 
assertive and male-dominating 
in the world, they hold few 
important elective posts in 
government. 


Moreover, they are less in- 
volved in active political life 
than women in many countries 
where they have only lately 
won voting rights. 


Among the reasons advanced 
for this state of affairs is the 
feminine habit of relying on 
males for leadership, said Mrs. 
Phillips. And related to this is 
a natural timidity among many 
women for untried things and 


a wish to avoid the rough and 
tumble of political life. 


“The basic situation is often 
quite different in less advanced 
countries,” Mrs. Phillips said. 
When both sexes get the vote at 
the same time, males do not 
have a long head start to be- 
come entrenched in the politi 
cal machinery, she explained. 


GOES LONG WAY 


“Another thing—in a smaller 
country than ours, wives and 
mothers can hold office without 
going very far from their fami- 
lies. Here, a woman who gets 
into Congress has to go a long 
way from home to do her job. 


“I’m not discouraged about 
the progress American women 
are making in public life. Don’t 
get the wrong impression. But 
we have to realize it’s a grad- 
ual process,” she explained. 

“Accustomed to generations 
of working behind the scenes, 
or more recently in groups for 
specific causes, women are not 
yet used to the idea of total 
responsibility. Also men resist 
turning it over to them.” 


To advance in politics Mrs. 
Phillips believes women should , 
continue to gain experience by 
running for and serving on 
local school boards. She ad- 
vised that they join local party 
organizations and push door- 
bells. Already the results of 
this are showing up in state 
Legislatures, where last year 
the number of women serving 
was 349—an all-time high, she 
said,

EK. Marvin Underwood,

Retired U.S. District Judge E. Marvin Underwood, 
83, died Sunday at his home, 174 ream Rd., NW. 
Born in Douglas County, Judge =" geo oe 
Underwood was a graduate of 
Vanderbilt University where he | 
also received his law degree. He 
also studied international law at 
Faculte de Droit, University of 
Paris. 


While at Vanderbilt, Judge Un- 
derwood was a football star and 
held records for the quarter-mile 
while a member of the track 
team. 


He came to Atlanta and be- 
came associated with the firm of 
King, Spalding & Underwood in 
1903. In 1914, he was appointed 
assistant U.S. attorney by Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson. In that ca- 
pacity, he handled interstate 
commerce cases before the US. 
Supreme Court. 


CHIEF COUNSEL 


After resigning as assistant 
U.S. attorney in 1917, Judge Un- 
derwood became chief counsel for 
the Seaboard Air Line Railroad, 
a position he held until 1919 when 
he was recalled by the govern- 
ment to act as general solicitor 
of the United States Railroad 
Administration.

TV Takes Over Lon Chaney’ 
‘Phantom’ Set for Thrillers

HOLLYWOOD (UPI). 
Boris Karloff is return- 
ing to one of Hollywood’s 
legendary movie _ sets, 
made famous by the 
great Lon Chaney, for a 
new TV series. 

Karloff, Dr. Frankenstein’s 
monster, is working on a set 
that Chaney, granddaddy of all 
boogey men, used to make ‘The 
Phantom of the Opera’”’ in 1924. 


The stage, with it’s huge chan- 
delier and ornate box seats, is 
still standing on the Universal 
International lot and is used 
occasionally for movies and TV. 


MET CHANEY 

Sitting on the memory-filled 
stage, Karloff spoke about 
Chaney, who was a star when 
Boris started out in films as an 
extra.
